. THE GRAIN TRADE. : 

For several years the tendency of trade has 
bean to make Chicago a grain market, in- 
stead of a grain warehouse, whence grain was 
sent to New York to be sold on account. The 
time has been when the grain. and flour and 
provisions accumulated here were forwarded 
to Eastern markets to be sold on scecount of 
shippers in Chicago. The provision trade, 
however, paesed beyond that point several 
yoars ago, and Chicago is now the market 


| where those who want to buy provisions 


come with their money, and directly or 
through brokers make their purchases. The 
game change is rapidly: taking place .in 
the grain trade. The shipments’ from 
Chicago to be sold on account of 
shippers ere gradually diminishing, and | 
this city is becoming the market in 
whieh purchases are to be made. The time 
has gone by when there was but one market 
for breadstufis. Montreal, Boston, Philadel- 
phia, and Baltimore, have become ports fer 
the export of grain; each of these cities hes 
a foreign trade, with regular lines of steam- 
ors. Each of these cities has become large 
purchasers, and naturally come to Chicago 
with their money and make their purchases 
here. The grain trade, therefore, instead of 
being a mere shipment henee on account of 
shipper, is settling down, like the provision 
trade, into a permanent market here, The 
capital necessary to handle the grain products 
of the. Northwest is concentrating here 
and increasing rapidly, and the time is 
not far distant when breadsinffs will 
be shipped from Chicago almost ex- 
clusively to fill orders or to supply actual 


> purchases. Nor will this trade be confined to 


the breadstuffs actually received in store in 
this city; it will include the great bulk of the 
grain put on cars at various points ell over 
the West and owned in Chicago, and which 
will be sold on track, and forwarded by either 
of the great lines to the East, or brought hero 
and sent by water to Montreal or New York. 

Chicago was one of the first,‘if not the first, 
of the large cities} to recover from the scarcity 
of currency in the panic of 1873, and it was 
largely due to the millions of dollars of enr- 
rency forwarded here to purchase breadsiuffs 
and provisions, Whatever else faildd, the de-

The Cincinnati Angutrer agrees with Pro- 

tection KTL xx, that the great cause of pov- 
erty at the South is the scurcity of money,— 
that is to say. that there are not greenbacks 
enough in circulation.

! STARVING INDIANS. 

The condition of the Indians at the Wichi- 
ta and Fort Sill Agencies ig a shameful and 
disgreceful commentary upon the administra- 
tion of affairs at those posts. The news pub- 
lished from these agencies comes in the shape 
of dispatches to the War Department, and is 
therefore official and reliable. Itis the old 
story over agnin, only it ie the old story in a 
new and more aggravated form. Lieut.-Col. 
Harex, of the Fourth Cavalry, reports that 
the ration allowed by the Indian Department, 
consisting of 8 pounds of beef (gross on 
hoof) one day in fifteen, f of a pound of 
bacon issued in lieu of beef, flour or 
bread 4 pound te the hundred rations, 
4 pounds coffes, 8 pounds sugar, 1 pound 
salt, 1 pound aoap, and ¢ pound tobacco, was 
established when the Indian was able to.sup- 
port himself by hunting, and, without help, 
that it. is barely sufficient to keep him from 
hunger. But even this scanty ration has not 
all been issued. There is no flour at either 
agency, and no suger, and the beef issued 
has been unfit for use for a long time. It 
seems almost a waste of time to call atten- 
tion to this ontrageous conduet.cf affairs. 
Protest has been made over and over again, 
but it has always been fruitless. Indian 
Agents continue to plunder with im- 
punity, and now that they are en- 
gaged in the business of starving Indians 
we presume they will be allowed to continue 
the process with impunity, and if the Indians 
grow at all restive, or make any protest 
against being starved to death, that these 
Agents will hastily call for troops, and that 
the call will be promptly honored. Gen. 
Porz s view of the matter is tersely stated in 
his dispatch to the Adjutant-General of the 
Army: It is idle to expect that these In- 


| dians will remain peaceably upon their reser- 
| vations with the prospect of starvation in 
| doing so. So long as this maladministration 


of affairs with these Indians exists, the mili- 

tary authorities cannot be, and will not con- 
sent to be, held accountable for any’ outbreak 
which may occur on their part.” At the same 
time, it does seem a little ungrateful on the 
part of the Indians to object to being starved, 
ail thus prevent the Indian Agents 
putting one-third of the value 


| of the rations in their own pockets. This is 


one of the blessings of civilization, the benef- 
icence. of which. has not yet dawned upon 
his benighted mind, but may at some future 
time when education has developed him, pro- 
vided any of them are left to be educated 
after this starving process. Should they 
some day, however, by accident or design, 
obtain the scalps of these thieving Agents, 
deplorable os the event might be from the 
Agents’ point of view, we fancy the intelli- 
gence would be received throughout the 
country with equanimity, howover much it 
might display a sad lack of the proprieties 
and humanities upon the Indian's part.

WHY THE POST-OFFICE bons NOT rar. 

One of the most regular things in Amer 
ican history is the annual recurrence of a de- 
Gciency in the Post-Office revenues, On the 
other hand, the English Post-Office rolls up a 
surplus of $25,000,000 or $30,000,000 every 
year. The difference has often been used to 
diseredit our methods of management, and 
more than one scribbling snob has made it 
the basis for a sweeping attack upon the 
whole fabric of his and our Government. 
Now, this discrepancy has a perfectly plain 
and singularly simple reason. The mail- 
service of England covers a country of less ex- 
tent thaf Illinois. Manifold advantages result 
from this. ‘The cost of carriage is very much 
less; inspection can be thoroughly and 
cheaply done; fewer men are needed to per- 
form the same amount of distribution; and 
the opportunities for cheating, by straw- 
bids, ete., are very much less. Who is to 
know, with us, whether the mail-service on a 
solitary stage-route through Arizona sage- 
brush is well and cheaply done? The Post- 
master-General of Great Britain has no such 
difficulties to contend with, 

The postal service of Illinois, considered 
apart from the rest of the country, doubtless 
pays, and pays well. This is true, in fact, of 
the whole North, cast of the Mississippi 
River. But the cost of collecting and dis- 
tributing letters in the scantily-settled parts 
of the South and over the Far West absorbs 
this favorable balance and makes the Post- 
Office a debtor, instead of a creditor, of the
